My Dear People: 

It is a continuing joy to be moving around 
the diocese, visiting new Parishes (new, that is, 
to me) and meeting the people. My itinerary has 
been crowded, both because I am eager to get 
around as quickly as possible, and also because 
there are so many Confirmation Classes waiting 
for the Bishop. 

In my Confirmations I am trying to follow as 
far as possible the methods of Archbishop Barfoot. 
He added personal touches to the service which 
are really beautiful in their Christian meaning. 
There is, for instance, the salutation "The Lord 
be with you," with which he greeted each candi¬ 
date before he or she rose from the laying on of 
hands. It has been touching to notice the earnest 
tones in which the candidates give their reply, 
“And with thy spirit." The Bishop can often see 
in their faces their solemn happiness as they 
receive God's gift. 

These are the great Forty Days of the Easter 
season. Christ is risen! and we are called to new¬ 
ness of life. The note of victory should ever be 
prominent in our Church Life. 

When the Canadian revision of the Prayer 
Book was made in 1918 there was considerable 
discussion about the word "lively," used in such 
phrases as “thy true and lively Word" in the 
Prayer for the Church in the Communion Service. 
At last the Revisers, because they knew that the 
word "lively" has changed its meaning, changed 
it to "living" wherever it appears in the Prayer 
Book. One old man wrote in protest, "The two 


words don't mean the same," he said. "I am liv¬ 
ing, but no one could call me lively any more." 

It is not enough for us as Christians to be merely 
"living." We should be "lively"—quickened, alert, 
confident (in God, not ourselves). 


I could write you a nice, doleful letter about 
the difficulties that I am discovering our diocese 
to be faced with. One of the chief difficulties is the 
transportation costs of the clergy. I know of one 
priest who drove his car more than 20,000 miles 
on an annual transportation grant of less than 
$200.00. I am sure that we have to do something 
about this quickly, or we are going to find the 
clergy completely discouraged by debt. I think 
that the parishes could and would do more to pro¬ 
vide for their rector's car if they realized the facts. 
Let me ask any layman these questions: "Could 
you maintain a car on a salary of $2,000 a year? 
Could you run it on a sum always less, and 
generally considerably less, than $300.00 a year?" 

Yes, you can see how easy it would be to write 
a doleful letter. But I’m not going to. We are doing 
Christ's work in His Church, and we have all His 
resources at our disposal. We must sound the note 
of victory. There are difficulties—of course there 
are—but in Christ we shall overcome them. Christ 
is risen and we are called to newness of life. 

In the joy of that Life I greet you.

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EDITORIAL 

The recent drive at the Cathedral will be 
of interest to parishioners everywhere in the dio¬ 
cese. We all rejoice, of course, at the news that 
the Cathedral parish has responded so magnifi¬ 
cently to the hard work of those who were active 
in the canvass, for it means that at last we will 
have a fine Cathedral building. This effects us 
all, because it is the center of our diocese. 

But parish leaders will be interested for a 
second reason. If the Cathedral can solve its 
building problem with a drive directed by a person 
trained to do that very job, why can’t other 
parishes do the same thing? 

There has seldom been a more thought-pro¬ 
voking factor enter the picture of “stewardship” 
and Church support, than the presence of the 
Wells Organizations which directed the Cathedral 
drive. Undoubtedly, the point of interest is the 
fact that they claim to produce hitherto unheard- 
of-support for Churches who employ them. The 
field of stewardship has been a disappointing one 
to most clergy and vestrymen for many years. 


They have, perhaps, become used to this disap¬ 
pointment. It is taken for granted, for instance, 
that the parish Church will effect only a Traction 
of the Anglican families in the district and the 
job of Church support will always lie on the 
shoulders of “the faithful few”. Yet the Wells 
Organizations have shown, that with a well direct¬ 
ed campaign of parish wide education and visita¬ 
tion, this need not be the case. (In point of fact, 
the number of pledging families at the Cathedral 
has been more than doubled.) The same story is 
forthcoming from the many United Churches in 
the City of Edmonton who have invited the assist¬ 
ance of the Wells people. The drive aims at, and 
succeeds in reaching, the many people who have 
rarely been active in their Church, and who use it 
very infrequently. 

For this reason, such a campaign is more 
than a money raising effort. It is basically evan¬ 
gelical. It does what we would all like to do, but 
never have done. It brings families on a large 
scale into the active life of the Church, many of 
whom the “regulars” have never seen before. 
What is more, the Wells records and the current 
experience of Churches in the diocese indicate 
that these “new” people come to stay. 

It would be very unusal if Anglicans were not 
sceptical about the claims of these Organizations. 
But it would also be very unusual if they did not 
feel duty-bound to look into them. The Church 
lives under the standing order of our Lord to go 
out into the highways and the byways to bring 
people to their God. If we can obey that command 
in a fuller way by bringing in outside help to 
assist us, might it not be worthwhile to do so? 
We already use experts to help us in other lines 
of our work. Why not consult experts who can 
help us with this problem?

On Maundy Thursday, it was announced that the canvass 
for the Building Fund, which commenced on Passion Sunday, 
had been successful and the $110,000.00 had been subscribed 
in pledges to date. These proceeds will enable the Cathedral 
to begin the completion of All Saints’ in the very near future. 

All Saints’ is the oldest Anglican Church in the province 
of Alberta. The late Dr. Newton, who arrived in Edmonton 
in 1875, built the first Church in 1877 on the corner of 121st 
Street and Victoria Avenue. The total cost of the building 
was about $2,000.00 with most of the funds being supplied 
by the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel. The Church 
site comprised nine acres and extended from half way below 
the brow of the hill up to Stony Plain road along the west 
side of 121st Street. 

The Church was moved in 1890 to the corner of 106th 
Street and McKay Avenue and was rebuilt on the present site 
on 103rd Street. This new building, a very fine Church 
building, was opened for services in 1896. 

This Church stood until 1919, when on December 20th, 
the Church building and parish hall were destroyed by fire. 
The struggle was on again to build an Anglican Cathedral 
worthy of the name. But by the end of 1921 services were 
being held in the basement of what was to be the new Anglican 
Cathedral building. 

The next three decades showed a steady growth and 
strengthening of the Cathedral parish, and a steady effort to 
complete the building. Over that period of time some 
$90,000.00 was raised for this purpose, $40,000.00 of it being 
raised in the last ten years by gifts from members of the con¬ 


gregation. These funds, representing the loyal devotion of 
many people, stand over and above the total raised in the 
recent drive. It was not until Passion Sunday of this year, 
that the Cathedral, with the assistance of the Wells Organiza¬ 
tions, was able to make the kind of appeal that was necessary 
to realize a 33 year hope. 

The Canvass was directed by Mr. Howard Strong, of the 
Wells Organizations. Mr. H. R. Milner was the general chair¬ 
man and Mr. C. J. D. Bains Teams chairman and treasurer. 
Mr. Ronald Martland looked after the special gifts and Mr. H. 
S. Clark, the initial gifts. Mrs. R. C. Craifie was Hostess 
chairman whose task was to invite each family to the Loyalty 
Dinner, held in the Trocadero Ball Room. Hostess vice- 
chairmen were Mrs. R. Martland, Mrs. J. Price, Mrs. R. P. 
Lefroy and Mrs. C. J. D. Baines. Division leaders of the 
canvassers were Mr. A. C. Nichols and Mr. R. F. Lambert. 
Mr. R. P. Lefroy was arrangements chairman and Mr. W. 
Murphy looked after the publications. 

The Canvass was done by the laymen of the congregation 
many of whom attended the early celebration on the Tuesday 
mornings during the Canvass. Every organization in the 
Cathedral co-operated to produce a truly united effort. The 
A.Y.P.A. had hot coffee ready for the canvassers on several 
nights when they returned to the parish hall to make their 
reports. Refreshments were also provided by the arrange¬ 
ments committee. 

The final report from the Dean, the Very Rev. J. Grant 
Sparling, is that the Cathedral expects to push ahead with its 
construction programme without further delay.

Urgent Appeal sent by the Dominion 
Corresponding Secretary states “the nece¬ 
ssity of obtaining Anglican Teachers for 
Anglican Indian Residential Schools and 
Day Schools by Sept. 1, 1954. The 
Dominion Government has undertaken 
the payment of salaries for teachers of 
all Indian Schools across Canada. 

Emphasis is placed on— 

(a) the urgent need and importance of 
having Anglican teachers. 

(b) the fact that as civil servants such 
teachers would have retirement 
security. 

(c) the fact that staff vacancies must 
be filled by Anglicans for this 
Fall Term or other applications 
will be accepted.” 

Excerpt from letter dated Feb. 10, 
1954 sent by Canon H. G. Cook—Indian 
School Administration:— 

“It is encouraging to be able to an¬ 
nounce that at the recent passing of 
estimates by the Federal Government, the 
expenditure of the Indian Affairs Branch 
monies for the payment of teachers in 
Government owned Residential Schools 
was approved. From Sept. 1, 1954 all 
such teachers will be paid as civil ser¬ 
vants on salary scale favorably compar¬ 
able to any provincial teacher’s salary 
schedule in the Dominion. 

Indian Affairs Branch wants the vari¬ 
ous churches engaged in Indian Resident¬ 
ial work to aid in finding suitable teach¬ 
ers. If we want Anglican teachers in 
Anglican Indian Schools the Anglican 
Church must nominate or recommend 
them for such positions. It is hoped 


that our church will take advantage of 
this golden opportunity.” 

(Note:—Will the W.A. branches in 
Edmonton diocese bring the above re¬ 
quest to the notice of teachers here?) 

Salary schedules for other workers in 
schools are:— 

Matrons—$98.00, $105.00, $113.00 per 
month, board and laundry. 

Supervisors—male, $125.00; 

female, $85.00. 

Cooks—$95.00; assistants, $80.00. 
Laundresses—$85.00. 

Seamstresses—$80.00.

Mr. and Miss Peter arrived from India 
on April 15th, and will be busy with 
deputation work for the M.S.C.C.. Mrs. 
R. Soward sails for England on June 8th. 

Bishop H. Wilkinson, of the diocese of 
Amritsar did deputation work in 1953 in 
the Dioceses of Algoma, Ontario, Toron¬ 
to, Montreal, Niagara, Huron, Rupert’s 
Land, Saskatoon, Calgary and Edmonton. 
Some church people in Canada made it 
possible for him to purchase, among other 
needy equipment, two jeeps for use in 
his diocese. 

Mr. and Mrs. Parkash Samuels of 
Palempur (diocese of Amritsar) were in¬ 
vited by the M.S.C.C. for the academic 
session of 1953 - 54 to enable them to 
take post-graduate work at the Ontario 
College of Education. They return to 
India in August of 1954. 

A new candidate has been appointed 
for service in India, in the person of 
Rev. Kenneth Coleman. He and his wife 
and their two daughters sail for India 
in August. 

The Rev. H. J. McSherry arrived home 
in Vancouver on his first furlough from 
Japan in Nov., 1953. The Presiding 
Bishop, Bishop Yashiro, desires Mr. Mc¬ 


Sherry to study the methods of Rural 
Evangelism in Canada. 

Rev. Cyril Powles, now also on fur¬ 
lough from Japan is to study work among 
University Students. He has been doing 
post-graduate work at Trinity College, 
Toronto. 

Dr. R. K. Start, Superintendent of the 
New Life Sanitorium at Obuse, is also 
home on furlough and is on the staff of 
the Brant County Sanitorium, Brantford 
where he is gaining invaluable experience 
in modern techniques in the treatment 
of tuberculosis. (Dr. Start and his wife 
have been at Summer Schools at 
Kapasiwin.) 

Bishop Powles returned to Japan about 
Christmas time. During the year, two 
Nationals have been brought to Canada 
for graduate study—the Rev. Ken Imai, 
and Mr. R. T. Nishimura, who are study¬ 
ing at' Trinity College, Toronto. 

A grant of $10,000 (part of the Lang- 
ton Legacy) has been made to the Pre¬ 
siding Bishop for the building of a Girls’ 
Dormitory at the Kindergarten Teachers’ 
Training College, Nagoya.”

On his back is God’s Word—the Bible. 
So it all stands for the swift flight of 
God’s Word all over the world. Our 
missionaries help to spread the Good 
News about God in all the nations of the 
world:—they are messengers of God. 

And that is what the lovely angels 
represents, for the very word ‘angel’ 
means a messenger of God. We help to¬ 
day’s “messengers of God” (missionaries) 
by the coins that we put in our Lenten 
boxes last month and by our prayers for 
them.

All Camps are interest¬ 
ed in the physical well-being of children, 
but Church Camps are also interested in 
the spiritual well-being to show the 
children that Christianity should and can 
be part of their lives for all of the 
“seven days” of each week. For 20 
years a Church Camp has been part of 
the life of this Diocese—many of you 
shared in this life and many of you 
caught your first glimpse of true Christ¬ 
ian Life as you mingled with friends and 
strangers for the brief space of a week 
or ten days. This is the Life our Dio¬ 
cesan children will share in when they 
camp at Kapasiwin. 

Each year the Diocesan Board of 
Religious Education follows a definite 
plan to try and improve not only the 
Camp facilities but also the Life and 
Spirit of the Camp. This year is no 
exception. Plans are under way to 
install Calgary Power on the Camp 
grounds; definite improvements will be 
made in the matter of refrigeration; an 
additional acre of land has been leased 
for the playing field: if circumstances 
(money) permit, another cabin will be 
built. The D.B.R.E. plan these improve¬ 
ments and provide the wherewithall but 
it is our hope that the good people of the 
Diocese will help us to bring our plans to 
completion by means of work parties. 
Any Parish that has such a “work party”, 
please contact Canon T. W. Teapc, 
Chairman of the D.B.R.E. or the Rev. 
William Sewell, Chairman of the Camp 
Committee. 

No Camp is a success unless a 
competent Staff is on hand to greet the. 


children when they arrive at the Camp 
grounds. If you have experience along 
this line or if you ARE INTERESTED 
in helping with this part of our Diocesan 
life, please offer your SERVICES. Your 
payment for such services will not be in 
cold, hard cash—it will be in seeing our 
children “increasing in wisdom and 
stature and in favour with God and man.” 

Camp Kapasiwin is a non-profit 
Camp. It receives no financial assist¬ 
ance other than the Camp Fees. Camp 
improvements are only possible if every 
Camping Period is filled to capacity. 
This is possible if the Camp has the 
active support of every Clergyman and 
every Layman in our Diocese. It is the 
hope of the D.B.R.E. that every con¬ 
gregation will be represented at the 
Camp during the summer months.
